10 COST $3,000,000 


Total Will Be 50 Per Cent More

Than Original Estimate, 
Architect Says.

Cost of erecting the new Feder1l 
Reserve Bank building, on the north 
side of Locust street, from Broadway 
to Fourth street, work on which will 
begin in a few months, will be ap- 
proximately $3,000,000, or 50 per 
cent more than the original estimate 
of $2,000,000, E. J. Russell of the 
architect firm of Mauran, Russell & 
Crowell, said today, following his re- 
turn from a conference with Federal 
Reserve Bank officials at Washing- 
ton. The site having cost $1,300,000, 
the total investment will be $4,300,- 
C00. 

‘Bids will be called for in a short 
time,”’ said Russell, “and I believe 
the contract will be let within a few 
months. It is expected that the 
building will be completed 15 months 
after the work is begun. 

“The cost of the building, under 
present plans, will be about $3,000,- 
000. The building will be five sto- 
ries high instead of eight stories, as 
originally planned, but the floor 
space will remain about the same 
as the result of the Federal Reserve 
Bank having acquired an additional 
frontage on Broadway through the 
recent purchase of 51 feet, formerly 
occupied by the Globe-Wernicke Of- 
fice Furniture Co. 

‘*‘However, we have obtained per- 


mission to build a foundation suffi- | 


ciently strong for a nine-story build- 
ing, in the event that the bank re- 
quires additional space later on. It 
has been my experience that bank 
buildings usually are erected on a 
scale smaller than the needs of the 
institutions require. 

“The building will be of gray 
granite and will be ready for occu- 
pancy when the Federal Reserve
